dent Coolidge as the new executive of the nation was his 
signature today of a proclamation announcing the death oi 
President Harding and calling on the country to observe 
Friday, August 10, as a day of mourning and prayer. On 
that day Mr. Harding's body will be buried at Marion, Ohio. 


The proclamation was signed at 11:18 a. m. It was 


brought to the President's hotel suite by J. Butler Wright, 
third Assistant Secretary of State and then was returned 
to the State Department for the signature of Secretary

row Wilson take a prominent part in the rites on Wednes- 
day in the Rotunda of the Capitol over the .body of Mr. 
Harding. It was said an invitation would go forward to Mr.

today by silent groups along the 
railway side as the special train, 
carrying the body of Warren G. 
Harding traversed Western Cali- 
fornia and the "wide reaches of 
Nevada, 
With. *»red heads they stood 
sometimes in groups of hun- 
dred, sometimes only a score 
and sometimes singly. TJiere ^as 
none to poor, none too rich, none 
too mighty or humble to pay 
their nwrks of i-espect to the 
memory of President Harding. 
They were conscious of showing 
their sorrow but to those on the 
funeral train they typified the 
American people as a -whole. 


It ivas the same from early 


morning through the day. It had 
been the same since the train 
left San Francisco at 7:15 last 
evening.

up well under the strain and was 
still as determined as she was on 
Thursday evening that she would 
not break down. She retired 
early last night temporarily ex- 
hausted by the ordeal of the day. 
While she sought sleep the silent 
groups marked the passing of the 
train. When San Francisco had 
paid its last respect other towns 
and cities on the route took up 
the task.

best in the diplomatic tilt. 


Reporters and diplomatic officials 


Clasped the premier's hand and con- 
gratulated him tonight as M. Poiri- 
care, wearing his usual black derby

The French announced tonight that 


they had accepted the British mvita- 


- uon to publish the entire diplomatic 


Correspondence concerning the Ger- 
man memorandum of June -7, im- 
mediately giMng out a resume of the 
French reply to Lord Curzon's note. 


M. Poincare s reply hinged initially 


on the failure in the British note to 
2emand the cessation of passive re- 
=istance as a preliminary to any nego- 
tiations, although the British proin- 
'sed to "advise" Berlin to withdraw 
the orders for residence and to dis- 
avow sabotage. 
M Poincare stands 


pat on the attitude that 
Germany 


must abandon resistance to the execu- 
•lon "f the Versailles treaty and ad- 


mlt defeat In the Ruhr before ho 
consent to deal with the German gov- 
ernment or examine its offers. 


This marked the first winning point 


for France, 


The Qua! d'Orsay explained that 


the reason M. Poincare had not men- 
tioned Lord Curzon's proposed reply 
in his response was because this con- 
dition was not complied with. 


AI. Poincare then recalled the .four 


years since the armistice and the ulti- 
matums delivered to the conferences 
held with and the moratoriums grant- 
ed to Germany, none of which have 
produced any effects except further 
delays and reductions of her claims. 
He finally stated that he was fully 
decided not to evacuate the Ruhr un- 
til the payment of reparations had 
been guaranteed and the actual de- 
livery begun. 


M. Poincare 
promised important 


modifications of the militar. phase of 
the occupation of the Ruhr and cer- 
tain easements in the regime, includ- 
ing the restoration of German civilian 
functions, as soon as the resistance 
was abandoned, agreeing then to per- 
mit the resumption of operation of 
telephones, telegraphs, railways 
other services by Germany instead of 
by France. 


"We occupied the Ruhr to create in 


Germany a desire to pay off her 
debts" stated the Poincare note. "We 
believe that if the British government 
told Germany that it disapproved of 
her 
policy of ruining herself 
and 


threatening to ruin 
Europe,

would be restored immediately " 


M. Poincare th°n 
unloosed his 


biggest calibre guns against the pet 
theory of the English that the world's 
economic ills were due to the occu- 
pation of the Ruhr. 
"The ruin of 


Germany is not the result of the oc- 
cupation of the Ruhr but the result 
of Germany's own efforts," he stated. 


The French premier sniped a few 


pot shots at the British suggestion 
that an international committee of 
experts be appointed to decide Ger- 
many's capacity for payment, first 
asking whether the question of the 
mter-allied debts was to be included 
If any ' neutrals" are to be permitted 
to decide how and when and what 
amount Germany can pay. M. Poin- 
care wants them in the same investi- 
gation to reveal how and when and 
what amount France can pay.

The city of Danville and the great 


county of Plttsylvania have grown 
and developed and prospered togeth- 
er, or when for brief periods they did 
not prosper they faced adversity to- 
gether, not blaming each other, for 
since what adversely affected one also 
adversely affected the other, inevit- 
ably.

THE FINISHING OF THE 


Quite as important as the fasten- 


ing of a lining is the finish of the 
seams. Those of a fttteji lining should 
be flat eo that they do not mar the ap- 


pearance of the 
gown 
by showing 


through. Felled seams or plain seams 
with edges bound with silk seam bind- 
ing are best. For 
the looser slip. 


French seams are permissable under 
the arms, and as a slip usually has 
fulness allowed above the hip line, the 
joining of the gathered skirt section 
to the plain upper section, may be 
also bound with seam binding. This 
seam should be made before the side 
seams are stitched. 


A half-inch bias facing of the silk 


hemmed on the wrong side, or a nar- 
row lace edging covering a small turn- 
Ing of the lining are correct flat fin- 
ishes for both neck and armseye A 
satisfactory finish for the camisole 
type neckline U an Inch hem turned 
to the wrong elde with an eyelet, for 
ribbon, also on the wrong side. The 
trimming should be simple and not 
distract attention from the lines of the 
sheer frock. Hemstitching or folds of 
fresh tulle make an excellent finish. 


The width of the hem of the slip 


should be a trifle narrowed than the 
hem of the frock and, in all cases, 
hemmed by hand with stitches show- 
ing ever so slightly on the right side. 
\. binding or facing of silk seam bind- 
ing is best for the mottom finish of 
a hip length lining.

Via-Fretwell 


Case Undecided 


J. W. Via and Julian Fretwell, who 
occupy a house together on Mount 
Vernon avenue, this morning appear- 
ed In court, each making complaint 
against the other, but for the reason 
that nobody w/ould swear to a war- 
rant the case was not passed on.

Garnett, city health officer, who has 
been acquainted with the facts in the 
situation. Via Complained that Fret- 
well was a trespasser for the reason 
that he would not vacate the prem- 
ises on a nO_tice given, also that "h« Is 
a nuisance. 
The case was discussed at length 


in court this morning and conferences 
held between attorneys for both sides 
but the court maintained its position 
that unless some one swore to a war- 
rant it was not a case. All there \\as 
to the situation 
was the 
informal 


complaint made to the court. A gist 
of^the case is that Via, who owns the 
propffty, desires to get rid of his 
tenants but contends they will not 
move and are therefore trespassers 
and he gava this as his reason for 
cutting off the water supply "The 
Fretwells called Dr. Garnett to the 
place and he looked over tho situa- 
tion. He stated In court this morn- 
Ing that he was there only as a wit- 
ness and that he did not desire to 
swear to a warrant. 
And thus the 
case stands, after the court declined 
to act without a 
formal 
warrant, 


which has been filled out at the re- 
quest of Fretwell but not sworn to 
bp him or anybody 
Enquiry this morning developed 
that Mr Via gave Mr Fretwell a 
written notice on June 1st to vacafe 
the premises by August 1st When the 
date of the expiration of the notic* 
expired. Mr Via cut off the water afcd 
considered Mr Fretwell's continued 
residence there as contrary to lav.- 


An unlawful detainer suit already 
has been filed by Mr. Via's atrornev 
in the magistrate's court and this is 
to be heard on August 9th 
Should 


the decision be rendered In faior of 
Mr Via, Mr Fretwell would still have 
the rignt to appeal the case to the 
Corporation court and exisltin? con- 
ditions probably would prevail until 
September ae there Is no term of 
court this month. 
Should the de- 
tainer suit be sustained civil officers 
would be empowered to take forcible 
possession of the quarters

ment the case of R. O Garrett, who 
stands jointly indicted with his broth, 
er for the Pierce killing was sat for 
trial August 20. The case of Larkin 
Garrett,

term, 
which begins its 
session the fourth Tuesday of the 
month 
Judge White's decision of a mis. 
trial came at a dramatic climax to 
a legal battle that has waged for ten 
days with an intensity that the old- 
est attaches of the court is unparellel- 
ed in the shistory of Virginia juris- 
sprudence. 
The motion of the state was made 
late yesterday after all evidence for 
both sides was tn and when final 
arguments were expected to begin 
Affidavits were presented to support 
the state's contention tnat th^ee of 
the jurors, Walter E Wright.

SEIZURE BY 


CHINESE CAUSE 


OF EXCITEMENT

TOKYO, Aug. 3.—Private dis- 
patches from Harbin state that there 
is great excitement there owing to 
tha Chines* having sel»d the land 
d«partm«ixt of the Chinese Eastern 
Railway, This action was tak« in- 
d*p«nd«ntly by Chang Tso-iin. the 
Manohurlan war lord. 
The action of the Chinese in as- 
suming control of the railway from 
the Russians will bring to a head the 
dispute concerning the ownership of 
that important link between Chinese 
and Japanese Asia and Europe Until 
now the Russians have administered 
the railway zone, although the Rus- 
sian guards, have been replaced by 
Chinese troops. 


Now the chief i of staff of the Muk- 
den forces baa taken ver the entire 
administration of the line which was 
built by Russians and paid for by 
French money. The Soviets' claim to 
ownership of the line has been dis- 
puted by both the French bondhold- 
ers and the Chinese government. 


Chang: Tso-lin's action was on the 


eve of the arrival of M. Karakhan, 
the Russian representative replacing- 
Adolph JofCe, at Peking, for a Sino- 
Russian conference wherein the rail- 
way and Mongolian occupation were 
to have been the main subjects.
